President  Lauds  BYU  Spirituality

President  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson 
Friday  said  that  the  establish- 
ment of  the  Brigham  Young  Uni. 
versity  Stake,  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,  was 
the  most  important  advancement 
to  occur  during  his  administra- 
tion. 

Speaking  to  an  assembly  of 
BYU  students  and  1000  stake 
presidents  and  bishops,  President 
Wilkinson  said  that  the  Brighanv 
Young  University  has  remained 
true  to  the  Christian  primupies 
upon  which  it  was  founded. 

The  President  said  that  there 
has  been  a general  apostasy  of 
institutions  of  higher  learning 
from  the  Christian  principles  up- 
on which  many  of  them  were 
founded. 

Many  of  the  great  colleges 
and  universities  in  the  nation 
were  founded  for  the  purpose  of 
furthering  basic  Christian  doc- 
trines, the  President  said.  He  said 
that  many  of  these  institutions 
have  abandoned  these  principles 
and  have  sought  prominence  in 
stead  of  Christian  ideals  and  ten- 
ets. 


Tracing  the  trend  away  from 
spirituality,  the  BYU  president 
said  that  institutions  originally 
established  for  religious  purpos- 
es have  become  first,  “socially 
administered  with  Christian  di- 
rection,” and  finally  have  be- 
come completely  divorced  from

Barney  on  Counterpoint. . . 

You  Listening  to  Jazz? 
Kess  Gives  Pointers 


Editor’s  note:  Barney  Kessel 
is  one  of  the  leading  jazz  gui- 
tarists in  the  country.  He  is  a 
regular  winner  in  the  Playboy 
and  other  jazz  polls.  His  col- 
umn will  appear  each  month 
in  the  Daily  Universe.

Many  people  listening  to  jazz 
for  the  first  time  feel  it  is  a new 
art  form  and  that  modern  jazz  is 
a completely  fresh  concept. 

Actually,  each  school  of  music 
can  be  traced  to  an  earlier  one 
from  which  it  borrowed  rhythm- 
ically, melodically  or  harmoni- 
cally— just  as,  incidentally,  each 
school  of  jazz  can  be  traced  to 
previous  schools  of  jazz. 

JAZZ  IS  NOTED  for  improvi- 
sations— but  even  in  the  lifetime 
of  Johann  Sebastian  Bach  there 
was  improvising,  and  actually, 
he  was  a great  one  at  it.  It  has 
been  said  that  he  was  the  first 
man  ever  to  use  his  thumbs  in 
playing  keyboard  instruments 
and  this  added  greatly  to  his 
technique.  (At  one  time,  another 
Leipzig  musician  who  was  also  a 
master  improviser  challenged 
Bach  to  an  improvising  contest, 
but  he  called  it  off  when  he 
heard  that  Bach  used  his 
thumbs.) 

In  the  early  history  of  music, 
many  compositions  were  written 
. so  that  an  additional  part  could 
be  improvised,  giving  the  work 
a spontaneous  flavor — so  it 
would  never  be  performed  exact- 
ly the  same  way  each  time.  This, 
of  course,  is  true  of  a great  deal 
of  jazz  also. 

ALSO  IN  EARLY  DAYS,  min- 
strels would  have  to  improvise 
words  and  music  while  enter- 
taining the  royalty  at  court.  Does 
this  recall  Ella  Fitzgerald  and 
her  “scat”  singing? — though  the 
court,  of  course,  may  be  the  cus- 
tomers of  the  Blue  Note. 

Many  works  of  great  compos- 


ers have  a principal  theme  and 
variations:  these  variations  were 
often . improvised  and  later  in- 
corporated into  the  work.  Again 
— this  is  how  many  of  our  jazz 
standards  came  to  be. 

WHEN  LISTENING  TO  JAZZ, 

I like  to  listen  at  first  without 
analyzing — and  just  react  to 
everything  as  it  naturally  im- 
presses me.  It’s  much  like  eating 
a strange  but  delightful  dessert 
and  enjoying  it — ^without  really 
caring  what  went  into  it. 

Many  people  never 'go  be- 
yond this  state  of  listening: 
they  simply  react  to  every- 
thing without  analyzing  it. 
When  I start  to  listen  analyti- 
cally, I usually  listen  for  the 
rhythm  first.  Is  it  swinging?  Is 
the  tempo  steady?  What  rhythm 
patterns  are  being  played? 

NEXT,  THE  SOLO:  is  he 
swinging?  How  is  his  tone? 
What  ideas  does  he  have?  Does 
he  sound  inspired?  Is  he  crea- 
tive? 

Lastly,  I listen  to  the  harmon- 
ic background  or  obligato  or 
secondary  theme,  whichever  is 
present.  And  I try  to  see  what 
it  is  and  if  it’s  a help  or  a hin- 
drance to  the  soloist. 

The  music  is  sometimes  so 
well  integrated  between  solo, 
background  and  rhythm,  that 
it  takes  a few  listenings  to 
separate  everything  and  aniyze 
it,  but  it  can  be  done. 

After  taking  everything  apart 
— I usually  put  it  back  together 
again  and  listen  only  for  the  pure 
enjoyment,  which  is  the  real 
reason  for  listening  to  music 
anyhow.
